the office of the county commissioners 
and the county surveyor of damage 
done to the roads, culverts and the 
bridges of the county by the overload- 
ing of -wagons and trucks beyond tho 
limit allowed by law.. 


The. heavy rainfall of the summer 


months has rendered the roadways 
unusually soft and muddy, but 
the 


owners and drivers of trucks 
and 


teams have persisted in hauling capac- 


loads in violation of the statute 


regulatlrig such traffic. 


The traffic regulations 
regarding 


•weight of loads are set forth in the 
tallowing statutes as revised by the 
ast legislature: 


Sec. 7248 G. 0.

?ubUc streets, highways, bridges or
